which opened on April 12th last, has been 
Pprogressify successfully ever since, and curing 
operalions Ol a large scale are being con- 
ducted to meet the Continental demand for 
lrish-cuved herrings. During the 

the season there were eleven Scottish 


drifters and seven motor boats elgaged at 
Kinsale. and: in the second week the fleet 
was augmented by six Scottish drifters. 
During the first fortnight there were landed 
1,365 crans of herrings, and the top price 
realised for them was 50s. per cran, though 
the veneral figures ran from l0s“to 20s. per 
Cran. Of these, 1,030 crans were cured and 
shipped from Kinsale dfrect to Hamburg last 
week. This was the first consignment of 
curcd fish sent from Kinsale this season, and 


fle hundreds of barreis were all branded 
‘“ Kinsale Herrings.”’ 

During the third weeks herring fishing 
the fleet has been verv much increased, and 


there are now well over sixty boats in the 
harbour, of which up to forty-four are Scottish 
drifters, and the remainder are motor boats 
from Howth, Arklow, Kinsale and Belfast. 
A tleet of half a dozen well-appointed motor 
boats came from Belfast. ‘There is a Belfast 
curing firm at Kinsale.

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| CIVIL SERVANTS’ RIGHTS.

i . LONDON, Tuesday. 
Jutigment was to-day delivered by the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
in favour of the appellants in the appeal 
from an order of the Sapreme Court of the 
Irish Free State, dated April 1st, 1925, 
dismissing the action and reversing the 
judgment of; Mr. Justice Meredith, dated 
July 18th, 1924, in the case of Wigg and 
Cochrane against the Attorney-General of 


the Irish Free State. 
“The Committee, consisting of Lord Hal- 
dane, Lord Finlay and Lord Dunedin, were 
present this morning, and Lord Haldane, in 
giving judgment in the absence of the Lord 
Chancellor, said:—This is an appeal by 
special leave from an order of the Supreme 
Court of the Irish Free State reversing (by 
a majority) the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Meredith in favour of the appellants. The 
appellants, who were formerly established 
civil servants in the employment of the 
Crown in Southern Ireland, were, by the 
several instruments which effected, or fol- 
lowed upon, the establishment of the Irish 
Free State, transferred to the service of that 
State. They have since retired, and, being 
dissatisfied with the retiring allowances 
granted to them by the Minister of Finance, 
they brought this action in the High Court 
against. the Attorney-General of the Free 
State, claiming a series of declarations as to 
the allowances to which they are entitled. 
‘Mr. Justice Meredith, by whom the action 
was tried,-granted part of the relief claimed, 
but on appeal to the Supreme Court that 
Court, by a majority (Mr. Justice Johnston 
dissenting), held that the action would not 
lie, and dismissed it with costs. Hence the 
present appeal. i 
On the argument of the appeal before thjs 
Court two distinct questions were discussed— 
namely, first, whether the appellants are en- 
titled to any legal rights in respect of which 
an action for a declaration will lie against 
the Attorney-General ; and, secondly, whether, 
assuming that such an action will lie, the 
appellants’ are, on the true construction 
of the statutes relating to superannuation or 
compensation for loss of office, entitled to the 
declarations which they claim. ‘The ques- 
tions .so raised are of considerable public im 
portance, both as bearing on the effect to be 
given in the Courts of the Free State to the 
Statutes and orders of» 1922, and also as 
affecting the interests of a large number of 
former servants of the Crown, 
APPELLANTS’ LEGAL RIGHTS. 
Upon the first question tHe respondent 
relied, in the first Ken. on the decisions of 
the English Courts, which have laid it down 
that a servant of the Crown has no right 
under the Superannuation Acts fo sue for his 
superannuation allowance, and for this pur-

pose reference was cases 
Cooper v. The Queen (1880, L.R. 14, C.D. 
311), and Yorke v. The King (L.R. 1915, 
1.K.B. 852). 


Their lordships do not ques 
tion the authority of those decisions which, 
indeed, was recognised by the House of Lords 
in Considine v. McInerney (L.R. 1916, 2 
A.C. 162); but those cases turned entirely 
upon the language of the Superannuation 
Acts. Section 30 of the Act of 1834 (which 
has not been repealed) enacts that—‘‘Nothing 
in this Act shall extend, or be construed to 
extend, to give any person an absolute right 
t> compensation for past services, or to any 
superannuation or retiring allowance under 
this Act,” and Section 2 of the Act of 1859 
provides that any question as to a claim for 
superannuation shall be. referred to the Com- 
missioners of the Treasury, ‘‘ whose decision 
shall be final,” and, in view of these enact 
ments, it was clear that no action could: be 
brought to set aside or vary a decision of the 
Commissioners of the Treasury. 

But the claim of the present appellants 
rests not upon the Superannuation Acts taken 
by themselves, but upon those Acts as modli- 
fied and applied by the Agreement for a 
Treaty between Great Britain and Ireland, 
and the Statutes and Orders of 1922. 

ARTICLE 10 OF THE AGREEMENT. 

By Article 10 of the Agreement for a 
Treaty it was provided as follows:—‘t The 
Government oí the Irish Free State agrees 
to pay fair compensation on terms not less 
favourable than those accorded by the Act 
of 1920 to judges, officials, members of police 
forces, cal other public servant; who are 
discharged by it, or who retire in conse- 
quence of the change of Government effected 
in pursuance hereof.’’ This article, taken by 
itself, might not have been enforceable by an 
individual citizen in the Irish Courts, but by 
a series of enactments following upon the 
Agreement for a Treaty it has been made a 
part of the municipal law of the Free State. 

By the Provisional Government (Transfer 
of Functions) Order, 1922, Clause 7, it was 
provided as follows :— 

‘* (1)—AIlL officers who are, on the day of 
transfer, engaged or employed in the dis- 
charge of functions, transferred under this 
Order to the Provisional Government shall 
be transferred to and become officers of the 
Provisional Government.”’ 

“ (2)—-Where an officer is transferred to 
the Provisional Government under this Order 
he shall hold office by a tenure correspond- 
ing to his previous tenure, and if he is dis- 
charged by the Provisional Government, or 
if he retires in consequence of the change 
of Government effected by this Order, he 
shall be entitled to receive compensation from 
the Provisional Government, and the terms 
of such compensation shall not be less favour- 
able to him than such as are accorded in 
the like circumstances by the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1920.”’ 


ARTICLES 77 AND 78. 

By Act No. 1 of 1922—the Statute by 
which Dail Eireann enacted a Constitution 
for the Irish Free State—it was enacted that 
the Articles of Agreement for a Treaty 
should have the force of law, and Articles 
77 and 78 of the Constitution, provided as 
fcllows :-~ 

‘* (77)—Every existing .officer of the Pro- 
visional Government at the date of the 
erg into opération of this Constitution 
(not being an officer: whose services have 
been lent by the British Government to the 
Provisional Government). shall on that date 
be transferred to and become an officer of 
the Irish Free State (Saorstat Eireann), and 
shall hold office by a tenure corresponding 


to his Fai! stom tenure.

The effect of these enactments, and parti- 
cularly of Article 78 of the Constitution, was 
to give to every existing officer who was 
transferred to the Provisional Government, 
and afterwards to the Free State, a right by 
Insh law to the benefit of Article 10 of the 
Agreement for a Treaty, with a correspond- 
ing title to enforce that right in the Courts 
of the Free State. 


RESPONDENT’S ARGUMENT, 
But it was argued on behalf of the respon- 
dent that, even assuming that the Statutes 
conferred a right, they gave the appellants 


no more than a hig to * forward their 
claim to the Minister of Finance (to whom 
the functions of British Treasuty in 
respect of superannuation have been trans- 
ferred), and to receive such compensation 
as he might award to them.

“Their 
lordships do not agree with this reasoning. 
It is true that the Civil Service. Committee 
for all Ireland has lapsed, and that, by 
Section 7 of une Irish Free State (Conse- 
quential Provisions) Act, 1922, such a Com- 
mittee has been set up for Northern Ireland 
only, but the effect is not to transfer -the 
functions of that Committee as ‘regards 
Southern Ireland to the Minister of Finance. 
RETIRING’ OFFICER'S RIGHT. 

The right of an existing officer retiring 
under the statutory conditions to receive 
compensation in acC®rdance with the rules 
contained in Schedule 8 of the Act of 1920 
remains, and is converted by Article 78 of 
the Constitution into a legal right, and the 
machinery provided by the Statute for ascer- 
taining the amount of the compensation 
having disappeared, the duty of ascertaining 
it falls, in case of need, upon the Courts. 

In this connection it is desirable to mention 
that, with a view to obtaining assistance in 
the duties falling upon him in this connec- 
tion, the Minister of Finance has set up a 
Compensation Committee, whose duty it is 
to advise him as to the compensation to be 
awarded to retiring Civil Servants. This 
Committee consists of a judge of the 
Supreme Court, who is the Chairman, two 
members appointed by the Minister, and two 
appointed by the staff of Civil Servants. The 
constitution of the Committee is eminently 
fair, and there can be no doubt that its ad- 
vice is of value, but it is an advisory com- 
mittee only, with no statutory powers, and 
it was not, aud could not be, contended on 
behalf of the respondent that its conclusions 
have a binding effect. 

A LEGAL RIGHT. 

Upon the first point, therefore, their lord- 
ships are of opinion that the appellants have 
a legal right which may be asserted in the 
courts of the Irish Free State, and they see 
no objection to the form of the action which 
is brought against the Attorney-General for 
a declaration of rights, and is in accordance 
with the well-known decisions in Dyson v. 


the Attorney-General (L.R. 1911, I:K.B. 410, 


L.Re 1912, I. Ch. 158) and other cases. 
Before dealing with the questions of 
amount it is desirable to state in a little 


more detail the position of the two appel- 
ants, the nature of the compensation 
awarded to them respectively, and the ques- 
tions upon which disagreement has arisen. 
Each of the appellants had many years of 
service to his credit, and each of them was 
entitled at the date of his retirement to a 
fixed salary, and also to a supplemental 
salary (or bonus) varying with the cost-of- 
living figure, and in each case the notice of 
retirement, which was given in accordance 
with the statutory conditions specified in the 
Eighth Schedule to the Act of 1920, took 
effect after the passing of the Irish Free 
State Constitution Act. But there was this 
difference between the appellants, namely 
that, whereas the second appellant, Mr. 
Cochrane, had elected to adopt the pro- 
visions of the Superannuation Act, 1909, the 
first appellant, Mr. Wigg, had preferred to 
remain subject to the provisions of the Act of 
1859. Accordingly, while the first appellant 
was entitled in accordance with the Act of 
1859 to a superannuation allowance equal 
to one-sixtieth of his annual salary, and 
emoluments for every completed year of ser- 
vice (subject to the notional imereases of 
his salary and years of service prescribed 
by Part T. of the Rules contained in the 


— 


Eighth Schedule to the Act of 1920), 
the right of the second appellant 
was « to a superannuation allowance 


equal to one-eighteenth “of his annual salary 
and emoluments for every completed year of 
service (subject to the notional increases above 
mentioned), together with an additional allow- 
ance of a lump sum equal to one-thirtieth ol 
his annual salary and emoluments for every 
completed year of service, but not exceeding 
one and a half times the amount of such 
salary and emoluments. 


CONDITIONS OF THE AWARD. 

In calculating the pensions to be awarded 
to the appellants, the Compensation Com- 
mittee, whose recommendations were adopted 
by the Minister for Finance, proceeded gene- 
rally upon the above lines. They made the 
proper notional increases in the salary (both 
fixed and rig ec eganes and in the years 
of service of each appellant, and awarded to 


proper proportion of his fixed salary, and a 
supplemental pension representing the proper 
proportion of his supplemental salary (or 
bonus) as so increased; but in each case they 
made it a condition of the award & that the 
supplemental pension should be subject to re- 
assessment quarterly with reference to the 
official cost-of-living figures from time to time 
declared, and {2) that at no time should the 
supplemental pension exceed its prescribed 
amount at the date of the retirement, whieh 
was referred to as the ‘over-riding 
maximum.’ Further (3) in calculating the

i; . AR the disputed conditions the 
Advisory Committee followed the principles 
laid down in a minute of the British 
Treasury dated the 20th March, 1922, which 
was adopted by the Minister for Finance on 
the 11th May, 1922, and it is necessary to 
consider whether the minute is binding on the 
appellants. In their lordships’ opinion, it is 
not so binding. The minute was the outcome 
of a long discussion between the Treasury 
and the British eivil servants to the pension- 
able character of the bonus, and it is, no 
doubt, operative as to officers remaining in 
the service of the Crown in Great Britain; 
for as to the sions to be awarded to those 
officers the Treasury has a wide discretion, 
But the minute cannot affect the rights of 
officers who at its date had been transferred 
to the Government of the Free State, nor 
could the Minister for Finance, who (as thar 
lordships have held) has no discretion as to 
the compensation to be allowed to officers in 
the position of the appellants, make the 
minute binding upon them by adoption. Their 
rights must depend upon the construction of 
the Statutes, without reference to an 
minute, and the question to be determined 
whether, and to what extent, the disputed 
conditions are in accordance with the 
Statutes. 


THE SUPPLEMENTAL PENSION. 
As ‘to the condition numbered 1, their lord- 
ships are of opinion that, upon a reasonable 


superannuation allowances, the supplemental 
pension can be made to vary (like the bonus 
on which it is caleulated) with the cost-of- 
living figure. If a transferred officer were 
entitled on retirement to have his pension 
calculated upon his current bonus, without 
reference to any future variation, the effect 
might be that he would get more by way of 
pension that he could have claimed if he had 
remained in the British service, and their 
lordships do not think that this was the 
intention of the Acts.

£250 DAMAGES. 

In the King’s Bench Division, -Belfast, 
yesterday, before the Lord Chief Justice 
and a spedial jury, the action was com 
cluded in which Terence Ruddy, licensed 
vintner “and . butcher, Newry, claimed 
damages for libel from Messrs. John 


Fearon, Lower Water street, Newry; 
Thomas Foran, Kenilworth square, 
Lublin; Michael Duffy, St. James's 
terrace, Malahide, and Michael -Mill, 


Roche’s Buildings, Cork, trustees, on be- 
half of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, and Messrs, Cahill and 
Co., Ltd., printers, Dublin, in connection 
with an article contained in a weekly 
paper called The Voice of Labour, which 
accused plaintiff of corruption and 
jobbery in his conduct as Chairman of 
the Gas Committee of the Newry Urban 
Council. atte 

The jury found ‘for the plaintiff, award- 
ing him £250 damages. A stay of execu, 
tion to the last day of the sittings was 


granted. 

Mr. Davison, addressing the jury for the 
defendants submitted that if they found for 
the plaintiff, and he did not think that they 
would, the smallest coin of the realm would 
meet the case. 

Mr. Lowry said that the case was .one for 
exemplary damages for Mr. Ruddy, as it had 
been aggravated by Mr. Connell and the de- 
fendants persisting in the libel to the end. 

The jury after five minutes’ deliberation 
found as sstated. 


‘APART FROM POLITICS.” | 

Mr. Murphy, in opening the case for the 
defendants; said that it was a case which 
they would have to decide apart from poli- 
tics. Counsel pointed out that the writer of 
the article in the Voice of Labour was Myles 
Connell, a member of the Council, who, as 
well as members of his family, fought in the 
late war. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that he did 
not think that the jury should decide the case 
on any such ground as that. 

Mr. Murphy said that he entirely agreed, 
but the faets he mentioned went a long. way 
to meet the suggestions as to Mr. Ruddy’s 
aetivivies. Mr. Ruddy had been in the habit 
of getting boys for his band out of industrial 
schools in England, but it was admitted that 
these boys! were not supplied without a pro- 
mise of work being obtained for them. 

John - Victor Mearns, manager of Newry 
Gasworks, was next called for the plaintif 
out of hisiorder by Mr. Wilhamson to give 
evidence of asking Mr. Ruddy to recommend 
him a boy to work in his office. Mr. Ruddy 
recommended Owens, and he employed him. 
Mr. Ruddy never told him that Owens was a 
member of his band. 

To Mr. Murphy—As regards influence, 
he could not. see any difference between Mr. 
Ruddy and the other members. It did not 
occur to him to ask any member of the Gas 
Committee! about á boy. Owens was the first 
boy who was given 15s, a week instead of 
10s.; but it was not on account of Mr. 
Ruddy'’s recommendations. 

EVIDENCE FOR DEFENCE. 

John Fearon, a defendant, said that he 
was a Labour member of the Newry Urbah 
Council.. He was publication secretary of the 
Newry Branch of the I.T.G.W.U, in April, | 
1926. He received copies of the Voice of 
Labour. Witness was also a member of the 
Gas Committee. Mr. Myles Connell was one. 
of the Lahour members. On one occasion he 
drew attention to the fact that one of the 
moembers—John M‘Givern—was doing plumb- 
ing work for the Council, and he was told 
that it was all right, as M‘Givern’s father 
took the vontract. @ John M‘Givern was a 
member of Ruddy’s band. 

Cross-exnmined by Mr. Williamspn— 
Tenders wete known by numbers only, an# 
the lowest: tender was accepted. He would 
not say that Ruddy was a dishonest man. 
He considered that he used his office to get, 
members af his band into the employment of 
the Council. 

"Do you disapprove of the article in the 
Voice of Labour?” asked counsel—I do not 
disapprove of it entirély. 

Do you disapprove of the heading, “‘ Job- 
bery and) Corruption?’’—I think a better 
heading should have been given to it.

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RAILWAYS, ROADS AND RATES, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE 1Ri8sil TIMES. 

Sin,—I regret that your correspondent, Mr. 
Joseph Maguire, thinks that my letter— 
written by me as Chairman of the Irish 
Motorists’ Union and Transport Development 
Federation—was merely a special plea for 
motoring interests, and that it failed to deal 
with the points raised in his original letter, 
which appnered- in. your issue oí the 29th 
April. The Union, let me assure Mr. Maguire, 
is just as anxious as he or I to secure fair 
play for railway interests. Let me quote the 
statement in Mr, Maguire’s letter to which I 
took exception :— 

“The excessive burden of local rates, which 
railways are obliged to bear, is largely the 
result of incre expenditure necessarily in- 
curred in the repair and maintenance of roads 
under a ruinous system of heavy traflic.” — 

In making this statement Mr. Maguire 
simply repeated the fallacy“upon which the 
po Railway Motor Services Bill is based. 

pointed out, and Mr. Maguire courteously 
accepts my figures, that railway companies, 
in. fact, annually contribute only one- 
twentieth part of what motorists are to-day 
paying for the reconstruction and maintenance 
of roads. [It is at least satisfactory that we 
should have that vital point settled. So the 
discussion is now really reduced to a question 
whether railway companies should par; as 
they have always paid, something towards the 
cost of road maintenance; and, if so, by how: 
much their present contribution of £45,000 
should be increased or reduced, as against the 
use of roads as tributaries to railway traffic. 
If I merely wished to make a point against 
Mr. Maguire, I would only ask hin whether 
rauways should operate if our roads were 
closed. I would prefer, however, to draw his 
attention to the fact that the proportion of 
road costs paid by railway companies to-day 
is less than it was before a single motor car 
or motor lorry was manufactured, 

The really vital point remains to be settled. 
Tt is not a question of how far railway com- 
panies should be allowed to throttle road 
competition... It is.a question of how far the 
principle of co-operation can be applied to the 
railway and te the road—in other words, in 
what respect our: railway “system can be 
adapted to national transport needs. This 
process of adaptation appears to many to 
indicate that many hundreds of miles’ of exist- 
ing Free State railways which never paid, 
and never will pay, should be abandoned, and 
the cost of their maintenance diverted to the 
improvement of roads and to the provision of 
road vehicles, which may be used as profit- 
able “feeders ’’ to economic railway centres 
throughout the country. I invite Mr. Maguire, 
and others who think as he does, to turn 
their attention to this very real aspect of the

“ FAT MORE FISH.” 
TO THK EDITOR OF THE IRIKIL TIMES. 
Sirn,—Several communications have re- 
cently appeared in your paper recommoend- 


| Ing people to ‘‘ eat more fish ”; but I share 


the view of many others, that the consump- 
tion of this nutritious food would be more 
general if fish could be obtained at reason- 
able prices. During the war, when fishermen 
around the coasts were called up by the 
Navy, supplies of fish were very scarce, and 
high prices followed. The Government then 
fixed ‘‘ maximum’”’ prices, and, as house- 
holders know to their cost, the retailers of 
fish continue these war prices and extort 
exorbitant profits. For instance, there are 
record catches of salmon this season—market 
prices have been quoted 1s. 2d. to 1s. 6d. 
per lb.—-but, if a person desired to purchase 
a few pounds of it in any of the shops in 
the suburbs, at least double these prices are 
at present demanded, and the case is similar 
with other descriptions of fish. 

Most people will agree that excessive prices 
are the real cause of the limited quantity cf 
fish consumed. Householders anxiously hoped 
that the Food Commission would, ere this, 
have fixed a reasonable limit of profit be- 
tween the wholesale prices and those charge- 
able to the public. A move in this direction 
could he vale oe by having the “ whole- 
sale. prices exhibited in a conspicuous place 
at the market, and these prices, if quoted 
in the daily papers, would enable shoppers to 
judge whether they were imposed on or 
— fairly within the fixed limit.—Yours,

The question is frequently asked why so 
many county houses in the Free State, 
nearly all of them ideally situated amid 
the verdure-clad and wooded acres, and in 
centies where good sport, either hunting 
or fishing, abounds, continue to remain 
derelict. Up to seven or eight years ago 
these residences had been occupied ,by 
owners or tenants, the great majority ot 
whom, either through fear or compulsio# 
fled the country. 

Since then peace and order have been 
restored, and many of these exiles have ex- 
pressed a. desire to return to the country 
of their birth. Others there are who are 
anxious to settle in neighbourhoods where 
sport is plentiful, and from these. two 
classes Dublin land agents have had 
during the past couple of years numerous 
inquiries concerning such properties. 

Generally; the. inquiries come from 
people with assured incomes. The 
properties which are offered have been 
sufficiently attractive as to situation and 
price, in many instances, to bring 
prospective buyers over to open negotia- 
tions.

SECURITY OF TENURE. 
A GREAT STUMBLING. BLOCK. 


Many sales had almost reached the point 
of completion, but the, potential buyers 
baulked at the fence of security of tenure, 
this almost insuperable difficulty being due 
fin a great measure to the way in which 
the 1923 Land Act has been administered up 
to the present To get over this difficulty 
the Land Commission has been approached 
in order to get some guarantee of tenure, 
but they say that they are unable to give it. 
The fact is that the absence of a secure 
tenure is preventing many people who 
possess money, and would spend it in the 
country. from making a home here. 
Land Commission are not to blame. ‘The 
1923 Land Act is at the ‘root of the trouble. 
Section 24, Sub-section TI, gives the Land 
Commission power to take up any land, 
wherever situate, for the purpose of relieving 
congestion. 

When this bill was going through the Dail 
attention was called to the vast powers that 
it conferred on the Land Commission, and 
it was emphasised bv the Minister in charge 
of the measure that the Commission would 
exercise a wise, judicial discretion, and that 
their actions would be subjected to public 
opinion. It is complained in some quarters 
that that has not been done. 


' OBJECT OF THE ACT. 

“The principal object of the Act was to 
carry out the contract of sale entered into 
between landlords and tenants, but no serious 
attempt has been made to do this,” said a 
land agent in an. interview. “' instead, the 
Laud Commission appear to be using all the 
resources of a highly organised personnel in 
going about the country teking up ‘ posses- 
sion here and there of untenanted lands, 
on the plea that they are. ye 
quired to relieve congestion. Jt ig 
a grave matter of doubt whether 
the mandate to the Land Commission ex- 
tends, or was ever intended to extend, to 
this promiscuous, wholesale taking up of farm 
lands, as well as untenanted lands all through 
the country. Because the Land Commission 
are paying more attention to this part of the 
Act than to its main provisions al) this evil 
has resulted to the great loss of the country, 
the tenants, and the owners. 

“it would appear to the ordinary person, ' 
continued the speaker, “that a congest is 8 
farmer whose holding requires improvement 
or enlargement, and before the Land Com- 
mission take untenanted or tenanted lands 
from an owner, one would think that they 
should produce the names of the ‘ congests. 
Tley do not do so, but simply declare thst 
they want the land to relieve congestion, and 
they proceed to divide the lands amongst 
landless men. It is difficult to see how this 
benefits the State. In many instances such 
land has been given to men utterly unquali- 
fied to farm it. They have neither the 
experience nor the disposition, and the re 
su't very often 1s that this divided land 
changes hands or is grazed. 


NECESSARY DRAINAGE WORK, 


“ lí the State wants to create new tenants, 
there are millions of acres waiting to be 
drained in the centre of Jreland, and if they 
would go and put these so-called landless 
meu on to carry out this drainage work, and 
as a reward for their labour, give them so 
many acres each, then the Government would 
not only be creating laud that would be av 
asset to the State, but would contribute to 
the productivity of the country. 

‘Apparently the Land Commission looks 
upon every part of the country as a con- 
gested district, so long as there is an estate 
there. The question of congestion has never 
been threshed out, and it is high time that 
the onus oí proving whether a district is con- 
gested or not should be cast on the Land 
Commission. One would like an answer to 
the question, how much land has the Land 
Commission acquired under the Acts previous 
to the 1923 Act, which they have not allotved 
to the “ congests’’ and others, and how much 
have they taken over from the Congested 


1 Districts Board which had not been allotted ?

THE DELAY IN VESTING. 


“ By neglecting to vest the holdings in the 
purchasing tenants under the 1923 Act 
the Land Commission are doing a 
grave injury to tenants. At _ present 
the tenant is getting a _ reduction of 
only 5s. in the £ on his rent, while, if his 
holding had been vested in 1925 he would be 
getting a reduction of 7s. or 8s. in the £. To 
illustrate this, a tenant who paid £50 a year 
rent is now paying the Land Commission 
£37 10s, per annum. If his holding had been 
vested in. 1923 he would be paying about £30, 


} So that for the four years every £50 a year 


tenant has lost £7 10s. per annum, or £50 in 
all. The delay in vesting is also doing a very 
rave injury to the owner, because under the 
Act of 1925 the head landlords and mort: 
gagees must be paid their rent and interest 
in full, whereas the owner is getting only 
the rent less 5s. in the £. When the Act 
was going through the Dail this very question 
was emphasised by the Minister, who said 
that he recognised the injury to the owner, 
but that, as the Act would be carried out with 
despatch, the injury to the owner would net be 
very great. 

“ Now, after four years, no serious attempt 
has been made to vest holdings in tenants, 
and the injury and financial loss to owners 
has Prt such a sum that the State should 
be asked to compensate them. The Act was 
a compulsory one, and there was a duty on 
the Land Commission to carry it out within a 
reasonable period. By their neglect a great 
harm has been done not only to tenants and 
owners, but to the State generally, because 
of the insecurity of land tenure. The benefit 
to owners and tenants of an immediate vest- 
ing of 4,000 estates in the tenants would be 
enermous, and there is no earthly reason 
why it should not be done. The owners would 
be protected against accumulating arrears of 
head rents yh ihterest or mort , and the 
tenants would get a reduction of 2s. or ós, in 
the £ on their rents in addition to the 5s. 
that they are already getting. Why tenants 
have not already awakened to the fact that 
the delay in the vesting of their holdings is 
costing them collectively thousands of pounda 


per annum is inexplicable. 


“The Land Commission should be called 
upon to stop ali acquisition of untenanted 
land, and carry out the contract of sale 
created by the Land Act of 1995. If un-

AN ENJOYABLE MEETING 
REVIVING PRE-WAR 
GLORIES,

From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


We travelled to Punchestown yesterday by 
many routes and in every kind oí vehicle 
save, perhaps, the four-in-hand, Some went 
in luxurious Daimlers, others in modest two- 
seaters; hackney cars, taxicabs, and the de- 
mocratic char-a-bane carried many, and not a 
few arrived weary, but happy, on push- 
bicycles. The attractions of a great Irish 
steeplechase meeting had cast a spell upon 
us all, and thither we went and made a 
mixed but happy crowd. 

It was a fine crowd, though motley, and 
such it should be at Punchestown, which has 
a charm entirely its own. At once select and 
plebeian, ‘this annual meeting is really 
a national asset, and yesterday it was full of 
promise of better things. Unrest, insecurity, 
civil war, have given place to peace and 
stability, and once again theve are time and 
room for the more gracious intercourse which 
characterised the years before the war. Such 
was the atmosphere at Punchestown yester- 
day. Wven the betting tax, with its incon- 
veniences, and its sponsor, the Minister for 
Finance, were forgotten in the enjoyment of 
the excellent programme provided. Not even 
a persistent drizzle of rain, which sometimes 
assumed the — of a heavy shower, 
could damp the spirit of that happy crowd. 
Once or twice during these heavy davisoure 
only those in the stands, and, of course, the 
voluble bookmakers under their giant 
umbrellas, were saved from a wetting. There 
was present a smiling, top-hatted, well- 
groomed Free State Minister, and so inte- 
rested was he in all that was happening 
around him that he continued to hold his 
umbrella over his fair compaion even when 
the rain had ceased! The Governor-General 
looked pleased and happy in the Hunt Stand 
as he talked with peers and their ladies, poli: 
ticians, Grolesshinst men, and merchants. Not 
a few Teachtai had stolen away from their 
duties in the Dail; one observed at least one 
prominent member of the Farmers’ Party 
and a well-known Cumann na nGaedheal 
back-bencher, whose silk hat became him 
well. Dozens of Free State officers in uni- 
form ; an Army Chaplain discussing the merits 
of a favourite with a distingmshed Senator, 
and a Saorstat judge with a penchant for 
becking outsiders, witha measure ‘of success, 
as the race showed—all these were characte. 
listic of the meeting. 


THE CHIEF ATTRACTION. 


The races themselves, of course, were the 
chief attraction, but several of us went to 
Punchestown for additional reasons. When 
we were there we had to indulge in a 
‘“ flutter,’” ‘and many of us had what in 
racecourse jargon is known as “a good day.” 
rhere*were other attractions, however. Would 
the symbol of more spacious and prosperous 
days, the silk hat, be generally worn? Would 
we meet old friends whom we had not seen 
for many years, and discuss with them the 
improved state of the country and hope for 
its continued improvement? What was the 
latest thing that the Dublin modiste had 
produced’? All these things we did and saw. 
Silk hats were numeous, but many who did 
not dare to risk the loss of their sheen in 
the rain turned out in bowlers and soft hats. 
Twe or three gallant spirits braved the ele- 
ments in grey ‘‘toppers,”’ but the bowler 
was the most popular headgear of all. 

What can be said of the ladies’ dresses? 
“The unkindest cut of all," indeed, is that 
nothing can he said of them because virtually 
all the ladies wore waterproofs. It is enough 
t» observe that smartly-tailored tweed cos- 
tumes appeared to be the rule, and in what 
else can a woman look better’ 

Of the races none was more hotly contested 
than that for the Maiden Plate of 600 
sovereigns, in which Rathowen, the fatourite, 
was the winner at evens. There was a lot 
of money on her, and it was good to hear 
the cheers of the crowd as she romped home. 
Taking the dav as a whole, the bookmakers 
had not a particularly happy time, but. as 
one of them put it, after ‘‘ shelling out” a 
lot of winnings, ‘‘ Never mind, we shall get 
a little of our own back to-morrow.”’ 

It was a successful opening day, despite 
the inclement weather and the near approach 
of a general election. Five vears ago such a 
gathering would have been almost impossible 
—a crowd which could disport itself with 
such happy gaiety and nonchalance, It 
augurs well for the future, and when gaiety 
comes to iis fall fruition in Ireland Punches- 
tewn must needs become the great social 
assembly that it was in pre-war days.

TEACHERS’ SMALL: 


DEBATE IN NORTHERN 
PARLIAMENT. 


THE HARD CASE OF 
OLD.~PENSIONERS..-

Mr. Beattie (Labour), moved a resolu- 
tion, in the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday, expressing the opinion that the 
teachers’ pensions scheme should be recon- 
sidered in order’ to ensure the inclusion 
of all teachers for pension rights, and 
that a Departmental Committee should be 
set up to inquire into the superannuation 
of nationa) teachers. 

He said that the Minister of Finance 
had declared that the retired teachers bad 
been satisfactorily dealt with, but from 
inquiries hé found that this was not so 
regarded by the teachers, and he con- 
sidered that a Departmental Committee 


should inquire into the matter. 
SMALL PENSIONS. 

Some of their old teachers were forced by 
inspectors to resign in order that small 
schools might be closed. Last year there 
were 209 ex-national school teachers with 
pensions less than £50 per year, and of these 
121 were not included under the Pension In- 
crease Act of’last year. A first class 
teacher wha retired in 1916 got a pension 
of £96 2s 4d., while a third class teacher 
who retired last year got £165 per year. Old 
teachers should be placed in the existing 
scale, as, if existing scales were in operation 
when they retired, the extra expense would 
gradually be reduced as these teachers died. 

Proceeding, Mr. Beattie compared the Eng- 
lish Secondary teachers scale of pensions 
with a smaller pensions payable in Northern 
Ireland. The secondary teachers in Northern 
Ireland were prepared to pay one per cent. 
more in contribution, provided that they go! 
the same scale of pensions as in England. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Minister of Finance said that the 
Government intended to resist the motion. 
No doubt, when education was controlled by 
their Commissioners of Education,,, the 
teachers had miserable salaries, and the 
pensions in sympathy with such sajaries were 
also miserable. There were 150 old teachers 
whose pensions were under £50 a year. Uf 
these, sixty-seven were over 70 years of 
age, and received old age pensions. Eighteen 
commuted: their pension. and thirty-six. did 
not apply for any increase at all. In Eng- 
land local ‘authorities were responsible for 
pensions, and paid about 50 per cent. of the 
amount, the balance coming from Govern- 
ment grants. The Northern Government had 
no legal obligation to pay many of these old 
teachers pensions, When they took over the 
educationa! administration they got £700.00 
in the ‘Teachers’ Pensions Fund, but this 
was not nearly adequate to pay the higher 

ension scales, and it would have taken a 

uge capital sum to make the pension fund 
solvent. Instead of providing this capital sum 
the Government wundertook to provide the 
pensions by annual grants, and this was a 
gradually increasing amount, which in 1968 
would reach to £200,000 per annum. 

The secondary teachers entered into em- 
ployment with the clear knowledge that there 
would be no pensions, and the Government 
was under ho obligation to provide pensious 
to these teachers who had never contributed 
one penny | towards a pension fund. The! 
secondary teachers offered a cottribution “Í 
1 per cent. but it would require á per cent. 
to provide the same scale of pensions as in

Great Britain. The Government had 
arranged with the Imperial (sovern- 
ment to get the Gorernment 


actuary to’ make an actuarial investigation 
to see what the Northern Government's 
liability was in regard to all these pension 
matters, and the effect upon their finances. 
In view of this pending investigation he, on 
behalf of the Government, resisted the 
motion. ' 
IN FOR BAD TIMES. 

Mr. $. Kvle (Labour) said that until the 
State was prepared to pay a secondary 
teacher more than it paid a policerhan they 
were in fór á continuation of bad times. Very 
few of their young men at the universities 
were entering the teaching profession, and 
the secondary schools were being staffed in 
some cases by older teachers. They would 
not get the best intellects into the schools 
in Northern Ireland unless the Ministry was 
prepared to face its responsibility. 


A CHEESEPARING POLICY. 

Professor Johnstone said that the matter 
was of great importance to Northern Ireland, 
but be did not think that the suggested com- 
mittee would not achieve a remedy. The 
Minister of Labour tried to keep step by step 
with Great Britain in social services, but the 
Minister of Finance thought that the 
Northern Government was not able (o take 
quite so lang a step as Great Britain in 
regard to secondary teachers’ pensions. He 
did not think that it was creditable that a 
secondary teacher, 70 years of age, who 
had spent himself in the service oí the 
country, had to resort to the old age pension. 
He thought that the present cheeseparing 
policy in regard to secondary teachers’ pen- 
sions was a policy of penny wise, pound 
foolish. It prevented the best teachers re: 
maining in the secondary schools of Northern 


Ireland. 
THE OLD TEACHERS. 

Mr. Devlin contended that the old ex- 
National teachers had been treated very 
badly. Pensions were based on salaries that 
were a disgrace, and the surprise was that 
they had got sufficient teachers for the 
salary. He quoted the case of a female 
teacher who had twenty years’ service, and 
who was in receipt of a pension of &21 ós. 


a year. 

br. Morrison (Unionist) asserted that there 
were vast sums of money being wasted on 
primary education. If economies were effected 
decent provision could be made for pensions 
for teachers, 

Mr. Robb, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Education, said that a good case 
might be) made on an appeal to the 
generosity of the House for increasing pen- 
sions to ex-teachers, but the case would not 
be helped by attacks on the alleged methods 
adopted by inspectors in forcing teachers to 
resign.

Civil Service Pensions. 


The Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council yesterday delivered judgment in 
the case of Wigg and Cochrane versus 
the Attorney-General of the Irish Free 
State. This case has been in progress 
since 1924, when two civil servants, who 
had been transferred from the British: to 
the Free State service, and had retired 
under the provisions of Article 10 of the 
Treaty, sued the Attorney-General in the 
High Courts on the ground that they had 
not received “ fair compensation” on their 
retirement. Several points were raised 
by the two civil servants, and after a long 
hearing Mr. Justice Meredith granted 
them a part of the relief which they had 
claimed. The Attorney-General, however, 
appealed to the Supreme Court, which, by 
a majority decision, reversed Mr. Justice 
Meredith’s judgment. Messrs. Wigg and 
Cochrane then appealed to the Privy 
Council, which now has declared that i 
agrees ‘ih every point with the judgment 
of the learned trial judge,” and has 
quashed the decision of the Supreme 
Court. The \points at issue were highly 
complicated, but two main questions were 
in dispute. In the first place, the Free State 
Attorney-General, relying on decisions of 
the English Courts, held that a civil 
servant had no right in law to sue for 
a superannuation allowance ; but the Privy 
Council declares that, the case of 
officials who were transferred to the Free 
State, a legal right was established by 
the passage of Article 78 of the Constitu- 
tion into Irish law. The second question 
related to a definition of “fair compensa- 
tion.” The Free State Government took 
the view that there could. be no appeal 
from the award of the Minister for 
Finance in this respect, whereas the Privy 
Council has ruled that, in the case of need, 
the amount to be given to any transferred 
civil servant must be determined by the 
Courts. 

The amounts to be awarded to Free 
State civil servants were fixed by a Com- 
pensation Committee under the presidency 
of Mr. Justice Wylie. This body, accord: 
ing to the Privy Council's judgment, was 
purely advisory and had no statutory 
powers. It assessed compensation, first, 
in accordance with the Superannuation 
Acts in respect of an official’s ordinary 
salary, and, secondly, on the basis of what 
is known as the cost of living bonus. The 
civil servants, in regard to this latter 
assessment, took the view that a man’s 
pension ought to be determined finally 
according to the cost of living figure as 
it might stand at the date of his retire- 
ment. The Free State Government held 
that it should be subject afterwards to a 
sliding scale, with an over-riding maximum, 
equal to the level of his bonus when he 
In other words, the 
Government's argument was that, while 
this portion of a civil servant's pension 
might be reduced pari passu with the cost 
of living, it could not be increased in any 
circumstances. Mr, @®ustice Meredith 
differed from both points of view, and 
his decision, which has been upheld by the 
Privy Council, was that a sliding scale 
must apply, but that it must slide in béth 
directions. Finally, there was the ques- 
tion of a lump sum, assessed on the basis 
of the cost of living bonus. The Free 
State Compensation Committee decided in 
respect of this sum that it should be based 
on seventy-five per cent. of the bonus, 
instead of on the whole amount; and on 
that basis all the persons to whom it 
applied were paid. The Privy Council 
can find no warrant ior “this rough and 
ready way of dealing with the matter,” 
with the result that, apparently, the whole 
business now must be re-opened. 

The Privy Council’s judgment will 
apply to every civil servant who was tirans- 
ferred from the British to the Free State 
service, whether or not he already has 
taken advantage of the terms of Article 10 
of the Treaty-te-vetive-on pension. Our 
London Correspondent estimates that the 
finaneial loss to the Free State Govern- 
ment Will be in the neighbourhood of 
£250,000-—-a sum which would have been 


in 


equal gains. Neither side has secured all 
that it demanded, The Government has 
lost on the question of the seventy-five 
per cent. assessment; the civil seryants 
have failed to secure the abolition of 
the sliding scale. A _ probability of 
early demands on the Free State 
Exchequer raises an interesting point in 
connection with Mr. Ernest Blythe's 
recent Budget. Mr. Blythe, like Mr. 
Churchill, has reduced his estimates for 
the current year to the fineness of a razor’s 
edge. His welcome relief to the income 
taxpayers was made possible only by clever 
accountancy, just as Mr. Churchill’s 
addition to the sinking fund was made 
possible by his anticipated collection of the 
landed property tax. If, as a result of the 
Wigg-Cochrane judgment, Mr. Blythe now 
finds that he must disburse certain sums 
for which no provision has been made in 
his Budget, his nicely balanced estimates 
will be overthrown. Fortunately, the 
amounts are not likely to make a serious 
difference to the nation’s balance-sheet.

The Mississippi Floods. 


Familiarity breeds contempt whether a 
man lives on the slopes of a volcano or 
under the shadow of imprisoned waters. 
For hundreds of years the gay city of New 
Orleans has known that unusually high 
floods in the Mississippi might overwhelm 
it; but it has treated the danger lightly, 
trusting in its luck and in the strength 
of its embankments. ‘‘ There’s nothing 
interesting; in old Mr.* Mississippi,’” the 
Orleanean has been wont to ég; “ we have 
got him pretty well licked.” An English- 
woman, writing in 1832—by a curious 
coincidence a reprint of her book was 
published á week ago—was less confident. 
Mre. Trollope said: ‘‘ The river looked so 
mighty, and so unsubdued all the time, 
that I could not help fancying she would 
some day take the matter into her own 
hands again; and, if so, farewell to New 
Orleans.” We must hope that the 
pessimism | was as ill-founded as the 
optimism, but it is certain that to-day the 
fate of New Orleans hangs in the balance. 
The result of the cutting of the ‘‘ levee,”’ 
or embankment, at Poydras, above the 
city, has been disappointing. An immense 
volume of water has roared through the 
breach made by the explosion of 4,000 
pounds of dynamite, and has covered six- 
teen\square miles of territory to depths 
ranging from ten to twenty feet. This 
encroachment has caused a huge loss of 
property and has ruined the livelihood of 
tens of thousands of persons; for the 
flooded counties were a trappers’ paradise. 
Yet on the following day New Orleans 
had gained only one painful inch: in 
its battle with the invader. The release 
of the waters at Poydras has been all but 
counteracted by the continued rise of the 
river; and in the meanwhile the crest of 
the flood has passed south of Vicksburg 
and is devouring, at the rate of a mile an 
hour, the two hundred miles that 
separated it yesterday from the old French 
city. Engineers are working desperately 
on the embankments, and the weather has 
hecome a vital factor; for a day of heavy 
rain might give an irresistible impulse to 
the: floods. In the large and low-lying 
States of Arkansas and Mississippi ruin 
is widespread and increasing. Millions 
of fertile ‘acres have been flooded; the 
waters are lapping the top of the embank- 
ment at Vicksburg; the Arkansas River 
has breached its embankment for a space 
of a mile and has inundated five counties. 
Much of the damage will be beyond 
repair; and it is fortunate that the 
country’s revenues are enormous, since the 
cost of compensation and recovery will 
amount to| many millions of pounds. The 
American people always rise finely to an 
emergency that demands courage, prompti- 
tude and furious toil. On the present 
occasion the United States Government 
has mobilised all its resources. Its Army 
and Navy are co-operating with the State 
militias ; swarms of motor boats and aero- 
planes, on and above the far-spread 
waters, are engaged in the work of rescue, 
medical science is grappling daily and 
nightly with the danger of epidemics. 
Mr. Hooyer, the commander-in-chief in 
this grim battle with the Mississippi, has 
called for a relief fund of -£2,000,000, 
and ‘already one half of the sum is in his 
hands. We may believe that, when the 
fight has been won, the American genius 
will find consolation in the very magni- 
} tude of this national calamity, 


Canberra. 


The culminating point in the brilliant 
tour of the Duke and Duchess of York will 
be reached next Monday, when His Royal 
Highness will open the new Commonwealth 
Parliament House at Canberra. Canberra 
is unique as an experiment in the artificial 
creation and development of a capital city. 
At present it is a capital without a popula- 
tion, but, if it is an empty shell, it must 
be admitted that the shell is beautiful. 
Mr. King O’Malley, who had a principal 
share in planning the organisation’ of the 
city, spoke of the future ‘ederal capital 
in 1913 as smokeless, dustless, mudless, 
slumless, and free from gases produced by 
manufacturing processes; and time has 
proved him to have been no visionary. A 
writer in the World’s Work traces the 
brief history of Canberra, and its growth 
in surroundings which must be as near 
perfection as any terrestrial site suited for 
the tramsaction of legislative business 
could be. i The design was selected in 1914 
from numerous plans sent in from all 
parts of the world. Originally it was in- 
tended that a plan for the Parliament 
House also should be selected in this 
manner, but the war effected some curtail- 
ment in the scope of these projects, and it 
was thought wiser to have a building less 
monumental than that which was at first 
contemplated. The new capita] of Australia 
is situated on lofty ground at the foot ol 
some of the highest mountains in the Con- 
tinent, and is visible for many miles 


and elaborate arrangements have been 
made to ensure that the water supply, 
always a source of anxiety in Australia, 
shall be fully adequate. An important 
consideration in selecting the site was 
proximity to the State capitals. Canberra 
is 204 miles from Sydney, 429 from Mel- 
bourne, 912 from Adelaide, and 989 from

BATTLES IN CHINA. 


REPORTED DEFEAT OF 
NORTHERN TROOPS,

From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


PEKING, Tuesday. 

News from the area between the 
Yangtse and Yellow Rivers continues 
to be discouraging to Peking. There are 
indications that a big battle is in full 
gwing on the Peking-Hankow Railway, 
near the Honan Southern border. 

The Northern troops are reported to 
te heavily engaged with the Cantonese, 
under General Tang Shen-chi, who ;is 
commanding at least four army corps, 
under the pressure of which the 
Northerners have been compelled to 
abandon eighteen of thirty-six field guns 
and other war ‘material. 

No other details of the battle are avail- 
able here. 

Along the Lower Tiensin-Pukow Rail- 
way the news is also disquieting, owing 
tu a report that Marshal Sun Chuan-fang 
has definitely aligned himself with the 
Southerners, although the latter have not 
‘crossed the Yangtse at Nanking. Move- 
ments of the Eastern column are cloaked 
in reports of a peace move for a com- 
bined attack on the Communists, while 
details of the Northern drive of the 
Radicals are equally obscure. 

Reports have been received here to-day 
that the Christian General Feng Yu- 
hsiang is striking eastward into Honan 
province, in the direction of the com- 
munication lines of the Northern forces. 


SHANGHAI, Tuesday (Midnight), 

General Chiang Kai-shek to-day made 
two unsuccessful attempts to advance 
across the Yangtse, in the vicinity of 
Chinkiang and Nanking, but was forced 
tc return to the Seuth bank owing to 
resistance eof the Northerners, under 
General Chang Tsung Chang and Marshal 
Sun Chuan-fang. General Chiang Kai- 
shek is also trying to disarm three thou- 
sand Nationalists, who are alleged to be 
disloyal and favourable to the Hankow 
faction, stationed in the town of Quinsan, 
8 short distance northward of Shanghai, 
on the Shanghai-Nanking Railway. 

He has sent cars to Quinsan for the 
purpose of transferring these troops to 
Shanghai, but they resisted, and shot 
Chiang’s officers.

At 14 years of age he 
travelled throughout Ulster, and at 
13 he started business for himself in Sackville 
street, Derry, where he was so successful 
that within ten years he decided to transfer 
business t; Belfast. Mr. Gallaher went from 
one success to another, his enterprise grow- 
ing continuously, He visited America to 
examine soilrees of supply, and at once saw 
ths possibility of expansion. 

Many undertakings were acquired by him in 
the United States, including factories’ at 
Henderson, Kentucky ; at Oldsborough and at 
Richmond, Virginia, as well as a number of 
plantations. In all these enterprises Mr. 
Gallaher was the creative force. 

In 1896 the firm became a limited liability 
company, with a capital of £1,000,000. and 
four years iater Mr. Gallaher paid the 
largest cheque that had ever been handed to 
the Customs authorities—a cheque for 
£142,227 for tobacco withdrawn from bond. 
Mr. Gallaher had a great contempt for 
titles; he could have been a peer had he so 
desired. 

Although he was not. a politician, Mr. 
Gallaher was a member of Mr. Chamberlain's 
Tariff Committee, and was a Vice-President 
of the Tariff Reform League. He had been 
for some years Chairman of the Belfast 
Steamship Company. 

A great lover of horses, Mr. Gallaher was 
essentially a sportsman, but his chief interest 
was in the great tobacco business that he 
had founded and developed. He was known 


and he resvlutely 


as 


“The Tobacco King,” 
declined to have his business merged in the 


great. Tobacco Trust that now controls the 
greaterspart of the trade in the British Isles 
and in the United States of America. He 
Was extremely popular with his employes, 
and industriat disputes in his great factory 
were virtually unknown. 

In the course of an interview with our 
Belfast Correspondent a few years ago Mr. 
Galiagher told something of the changed con- 
ditions in the work that he himself had 
helped to bring about, and gave some sound 
advice to the young man who would succeed 
in business. “There is only one rule,” he 
said, “ which any young man can follow, :f 
he desires success, an setting out in 
business for himself, and that is ‘hard 
work.” “When I started,” he added, “I 
had to work from seven in the morning till 
twelve at night, and I can honestly say that 
I worked harder myself than | ever asked 
anyone to work for me." 

A strong believer in the gospel of hard 
work, he practised what he preached throug)- 
ovt a long singularly successful business life. 
Yet he was censiderate to his employes. He 
was the first man in his business to reduce the 
workers’ hours from 54 to 47 a week. All 
questions of politics and of religion were ex- 
cluded figidly from. his works, and neither 
one.nor other weighed in the selection of his 
workers.

|SUCCESSFUL DUBLIN 


FESTIVAL. 
COMMUNITY SINGING IN 
CATHEDRAL. 


The Dublin Choral) Festival, held in 
Christ Church Cathedral last night, had 
about it an atmosphere of exhilaration 
that marks a new departure in a well- 
established form af Church activity. 

Over 400 voices, in 33 choirs, sang the 
music of the festival, and the Cathedral 
was not large enough to accommodate all 
who desired to hear them. People arrived 
to take their places two hours before the 
Servics began, and at eight o'clock 
hundreds had to be refused admission to 
the already crowded cathedral. Those 
who were fortunate enough to get in had 
an uplifting experience of the effect of 
religious singing when many people are 
aroused to participate therein. 

The enthusiasm was awakened by an 
innovation at such festivals—community- 
singing of popular hymns, which Canon 


Wilson, Precentor of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, set in motion half-an-hour 


before the start of the Service. He got 
the large congregation to join in the sing 
ing of such well-known hymn tunes as 
“Trish,” “St. Anne’s,” “Austria,” and 
“St. Denio,” and himself conducted their 
efforts. The result was that the actual 
singing of the festival music had a ring 
of individual earnestness about it that 
made a great impression on every member 
of the congregation. 
THE SERVICE. 

The Service was conducted by Canon 
Wilson, with Mr; T. H, Weaving at the 
organ. The lessons were read by Canon 
Thompson and the Dean of Christ Church, 
and a short discourse on the place of the 
choir in parish church worship was given 
by the Archbishop of Dublin. The clergy 
of the Cathedral Chapter present with the 
Dean were Canon Lewis-Crosby, Pre- 
centor: Canon Stoney, the Archdeacon of 
Dublin, Canon > Connell, and Canon 
Crozier. There was also a large attend- 
ance of the pardchial clergy. The Rev. 
A. FE. Gick had charge of the festival 
arrangements, and the stewards were 
marshalled by Mr. David Hopkins. 

Tt was essentially a popular Festival 
Service, in which | the singing, taking it all 
round, was particularly good. Nothing 
could be more exhilarating in church or 
out of it than the sonorous volume of the 
voices in the hymn, “Glorions things of 
thee are spoken,” to the music originally 
conceived by Haydn as a fit setting of the 
Austrian National Anthem. There was 
delicacy of feeling in the rendering of the 
“Evening Hymn” to the Welsh melody, 
“Ar Hyd v Nos,”’ and great spirit was 
shown in the “‘Slane” hymn, with the 
words and the music straight from the 
original Irish. The special feature of the 
Service, and one that was comparatively 
novel, was the singing of the descants, 
some by the choristers of the Cathedral 
and St. Stephen's and some by the trebles 
of the festival ‘choirs, the congregation 
taking part in the melody. i 

IDEAL OF SACRED MUSIC. 

The Archbishóp, in his address, dealt 
with the ideal of sacred music of the parish 
church type, as distinct from the cathedral 
type. The ideal of the music of the 
Reformed Church was that everyone in the 
congregation should take part. That, like 
many other noble ideals, had been rather 
poorly realised, because some could not 
sing, and many worshippers, thinking that 
it was not their business to make the 
Service what it might be, left the singing 
to the choir. The result was that those re- 
sponsible for the conduct of public worship 
had to fall bark on a few to give the 
Services the brightness and the freshness 
that they should have. 

Theoretically, the place of the choir was 
to lead the congregation in the singing, 
to arouse the indifferent, and to encourage 
the shy. Often it actually came about that 
the presence of the choir was a hindrance 
to congregational singing. The people left 
the music of the worship altogether to the 
choir. He asked the members of choirs 
never to forget that their office was to 
lead the singing of the congregation, not 
to be its substitute. 

THE PARISH CHOIR. 

The aim of the parish choir should be to 
stir the souls of the congregation to song, 
to carry the congregation along with it. 
In congregational singing the hearts of all 
®"aking part seemed to be fused into a 
glowing unity.| That explained’ why the 
community singing of to-day had met with 
such a popular| response. It was natural, 
it was cheering for people to sing together. 
When one’s voice was vibrating in concert 
with the voices of hundreds of others he 
experienced a sensation which, for the time 
being, broke down the barrier between 
himself and those who are strangers to 
him. For years the Church had been en- 
treating people to sing, but their lips had 
been silent, and their hearts had been 
dull. Now it had come about that men 
delighted to do for human reasons what 
religious reasons could not prevail on them 
to do. If Church people took the hint 
from the success of the community singing 
movement, there. would come into their 
Services a warmth and a gladness which 
would transform them.

In an editorial article The Times 
observes:—The Government have every 
reason to be satisfied with the progress of 
the debate on their bill. The reasoning 
upon their side has been so effective that 
the Opposition leaders have flinched 
hitherto from meeting its fundamental 
principles by argument. They have con- 
fined themselves to assertion unsupported 
by evidence, and to declamation which is 
irrelevant. Mr. Clynes suggests that there 
was not anything like a general strike last 
year, and Mr. Henderson answers the 
Attorney-General’s careful analysis, and 
Mr. G. A. Spencer’s evidence—an eye- 
witness of the coal stoppage and an ener- 
getic and successful actor in getting 
numbers of his constituents restored to 
their occupation—by alleging that the 
Government are seeking to punish trade 
unions. Plain men~6utside of party will 
judge statements of the kind for them- 
selves. They will compare them with the 
dispassionate and lucid explanations of 
the Attorney-General and form their 
opinion of the rival policies and of their 
supporters by the instructive contrast. 
They will be enlightened by the conduct 
of the Labour back benches as well as by 
that of the late Cabinet Ministers. 

English men and women feel that inter- 
ruption, noise and vulgar insult are signs 
of a very weak case. They like to hear 
both sides, and they despise and resent 
organised attempts to refuse opponents a 
fair hearing. By the exercise of much 
patience, tact, and firmness the Speaker 
succeeded in preserving the dignity of the 
House and in limiting the studied excesses 
of the Labour enemies of free speech during 
the first day’s debate, with recourse to but 
a single act of wholesome severity. But 
the interruptions were so continuous and 
of such a character as to convey the 1m- 
presion that they were the result of a 
deliberate intention to provoke disorder.

SECRECY OF BANK 
ACCOUNTS. 


UNDERTAKING BY 
MR. BLYTHE. 


THE COMMISSION’S 
POWERS. 


Dew EIREANN yesterday passed the 
Currency Bill through Committee. 

The Minister for Finance stated ‘that, 
in his opinion, the Chairman of the 
Currency. Commission ought not to be a 
bank director, and it was inadvisable that 
he should have any holding in a ‘bank that 
affected business in the Free State. In 
view of this statement Major Bryan 
Cooper withdrew a series of amendments 
that he had tabled. 

It was agreed that the Chairman, 
members and officers of the Commission 
must make declarations of secrecy before 
they start their duties. 

Professor Thrift called attention to the 
need of secrecy with regard to deposit 
accounts. He said that the proposal that 
the Commission should have access to a 
bank’s books had caused “real trepida- 
tion '” among depositors. 

Mr. Blythe said that he was prepared 
to make it clear that the Chairman or 
officer of the Commission who had access 
to a bank’s books should not disclose infor- 
mation even to the Commission that could 
be identified as referring to a particular 
account,

NO CHARGF ON THE 
EXCHEQUER. 


In the Dail yesterday Mr. E. Blythe 
moved the formal financial resolutions in 


the Agricultural Credit Bill. SB 

He explained that, so far as the issue 
of gold coins was concerned, that part, of 
the Currency Act was not expected to 
come into operation for a considerable 
time. It was not likely to come inta 
operation until the adjacent countries 
restored gold into circulation, and, there: 
fore, for a considerable time no expendi- 
ture was likely to arise under that head. 
So far as the issue of notes was concerned, 
there would be noexpense to the Exchequer 
except in the unlikely event of notes exist- 
ing having to be changed. 

It was provided in the bill that there 
would be no advances from the Exchequer 
to the Currency .Commission of sums 
required for redemption of token coinage. 
Redemption in the ordinary way would 
take place in renewals and replacements 
by fresh coins. There would be no’ net 
payment out of the. Exchequer. Broadly 
speaking, there would be no net liability 
on the Exchequer. 

The resolutions were passed. 


CLEAN NOTES. 

On the Committee stage of-the Currency 
Bill Mr. Blythe moved an amendment 
to provide for the possibility of re-issue of 
notes in good condition. | 

Mr. Johnson expressed the view that 
notes should not be re-issued until they 
were dirty or worn out. 

Mr. Blythe said it was hoped that notes, 
if at all dirty, would not. be re-issued. 

The amendment was passed. 

An amendment moved by Mr. Blythe on 
the standard of values substituted a new 
sub-section as follows :— The standard unit 
of value of Saorstat Kireann. shall. be the 
Saorstat pound, which shall be issued, as 
hereinafter provided, either in the form 
of gold coins having a standard weight of 
123.27447 grains of yold, eleven-tweltths 
fine, or in the form of a legal tender note, 
or in both forms. 

He said that the amended form was to 
bring the definition into closer touch with 
the realities of the position; for there 
would bé a period when therd would not 
be gold coin in existence. The standard 
unit values in grains of gold would be 
for some time rather in the air. Until 
gold coin was issued their standard unit 
would be the Saorstat pound, which would 
be available only in the form of legal 
tender. It was to prevent the standard 
unit of value from being left in the air 
that the amendment was introduced. He 
did not think that it was of great practical 
importance; for the Act clearly provided 
that, unless Part IT. came into operation, 
there should be no gold coinage available. 

AN ULTIMATE STANDARD. 

Mr. Johnson said that there was now a 
gold basis for British currency, and a 
certain standard of value in gold behind 
it. If the British law in respect of 
currency changed they would have nothing 
to fall back on. They surely should have 
some ultimate standard. 

Mr. Blythe said that they had reully pre. 
vided that the standar. «! value for tise 
time being should be the legal tender mic. 
There was in the bill certain provisions 
about gold coinage to indicate a determina- 
tion or hope th: t at s»me future dct> Mey 
would return to the actual use of gold. 
It was simply putting up a sign rather than 
taking definite action at the present time. 
The relation they created was with sterling 
and not with gold. -It seemed desirable 
to bring the clause into conformity with 
‘the general intentions as seen in the bill 
as a whole. 

The amendment was passed. 

A further amendment providing that if

than the Commission would be entitled to 
deliver gold bullion for comage was also

Mr. Blythe agreed that the Chairman 
should not be a director of any bank what- 
soever, and in regard ‘to thé question of 
holding shares he would bring in an 
amendment dealing with the matter on the 
report stage. | ' 


Major Cooper asked the Minister if he. 


accepted the principle that it was inadvis. 
able for the chairman to have any holding 
in a bank that affected business in the 
Saorstat. 

Mr. Blythe—Yes. & 

Major Cooper then withdrew his amend- 
ments, and accepted the Minister’s under- 
taking to bring in further amendments 
dealing with that position on the report 
stage. 

Amendments were moved by the 
Minister for Finance, providing that 
nominated Commissioners shall not be 
directors of shareholding banks, and also 
that they shall not hold shares in such 
banks during their term of office. 

Mr. Blythe said that it was necessary 
that the nominated Commissioners should 
be quite independent, as there would arise 
questions as between the various banks, 
and it would be essential that they should 
act impartially between conflicting claims. 

The amendments were passed. 

Mr. Blythe also moved an amendment, 
which was agreed to, enabling the Chairman 
of the Commission to select an ordinary 
Commissioner to act as Chairman during his 
temporary absence. This. he said, was 
necessary in view of the fact that it would 
not be satisfactory to have the representative 
of the Ministry of Finance on the Commis- 
sion as Vice-Chairman, and also that the 
other two nominated Commissioners, if 
recently appointed,’ might not have the 
specialised knowledge that would enable them 
to act satisfactorily. 

| SECRECY. 

On the motion of the Minister for Finance, 
a new section was agreed to, providing for a 
declaration of secrecy to be made by the 
Chairman, Commissioners and officers of the 
Commission before a Peace Commissioner. 
Every person who acts as Chairman or other 
member of the Commission, or as an officer 
of the Commission, before he has made the 
declaration, shall be guilty of an offence, 
and, on conviction. shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding £100. 

Professor Thrift moved an amendment to. 
the section dealing with the giving of informa- 
tien by bankers to. the Commission, He desired. 
he said, to delete the words which provided 
for the giving of information with regard to 
the deposit accounts of “Yin lais, of the 
bank. He put forward the ‘amendment from 
the point of view of the public generally, 


who attached a great deal of importance to 


the privilege which thev enjoyed as to the 
secrecy of their transactions. 

He thought it was above all things im- 
portant that nothing should be done in the 
slightest degree to interfere with the feeling 
of security which the public generally had 
with regard to their dealings with their 
bankers. The proposal that the Commis. 
sioners should have access to the books of 
the bank had caused real trepidation, so much 
so that depositors had given notice that they 
would withdraw their accounts if the section 
were passed into law. 

The effect of the amendment which he 
proposed would be that the banks would lhe 
bound to supply in certified form such infor- 
mation as the Commission might require, 
but that they would not be required to 
supply information with regard to the account 
of any particular depositor. 

NO CAUSE FOR FEAR, 

Mr, Blythe said that he did not believe 
that there was any trepidation among the 
public in this matter; the only people who 
might have cause for trepidation were those 
who wanted to evade the payment of incume 
tax. He believed that those people were in-. 
telligent enough to know that the section” 
would cause them no danger. 

There should be some knowledge of the 
assets and liabilities df the banks in order 
that the Commission might properly deter- 
mine at any particular time what the volume 
of note issue was to be. It was necessary 
that the Commission should know what kind 
of deposits the bank held ; whether they were 
time or call deposits. If a chartered 
accountant could see the accounts in the bank 
there was no reason why the Chairman of 
the Commission, who had made a deelaration 
of secrecy, should not see them. : 

To meet the case that Professor Thrift 
had made. he was prepared to provide that 
the Chairman of the Commission, or other 
members or officers acting on his behalf, who 
examined the accounts and records of a par- 
ticular bank, should not disclose, even to the 
Commission, any information which could be 
idintified as referring to the account of any 
particular customer of the bank. He thought 
that that would amply safeguard the position 
of everybody. 

Major Cooper said that petple who had 
overdrafts from banks set great store by 
secrecy, and he would lIike the Minister to 
consider that point He hoped that the 
Minister would make it quite clear that the 
private accounts of the customers of the bank 
should not be disclosed. 

CONFIDENCE. 

Mr. John Good suggested to the Minister 
that there was verv considerable alarm on 
this subject. He only wanted. to 
ensure that the public here should 
have the same confidence in the 
bank, as that which existed’ elsewhere. 
That confideace was absolutely essential io 
the carrying on of the trade and commerce 


of the country, and anything that struck of

He was particularily anxious as to the ‘form 
in which the Minister’s promised amendment 
should appear, for it was necessary that the 
amendment should restore public confidence 
um their banks. 

The amendment was by leave withdrawn 
by Professor Thrift, in view of the promise 
of the Minisier. 


BALANCE SHEETS. 

It was agreed to insert the following new 
section : 

“The Minister may, with the concurrence of 
the Commission, make regulations prescribing 
the times and intervals at which and the

CLAIM AGAINST MINISTER OF 
i NANCE. 

The bombardment and destruction of the 
Four Courts, Dublin, was recalled by the case 
of the Navy, Army and Air Force Institute 
against the Minister for Finance in the Free 
State, which “came on for hearing on appeal 
before Special Appeal Commissioners. Lynch, 
K.C., and Shannon, K.C., yesterday. . 

The case, which arose out of a claim by 
the Navy, Army and Air Force Institute for 
the destruction of a number of motor cars in 
the Four Courts, had first been heard before 
the late Circuit Court Judge Dromgoole, who 
gave a decree for the destruction ‘of the 
vehicles. The motor cars had been com- 
mandeered by armed irregulars on the órd 
of April, 1922, and after the bombardment 
and blowing up of the Four Courts they were 
reduced to a state of scrap, portion of a 
wall having fallen on them. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. Horan, 
solicitor), for the Minister for Defence, now 
applied to the Commissioners to have the 
judgment set aside on.the grounds that there 
was no evidence that the destruction of the 
cars was the natural and inevitable conse- 
quence of their seizure by armed forces in 
conflict with the State. He also contended 
that there was no evidence to show that the 
cars were destroyed by the action of the 
irregulars, rather than by the gunfire of the 
Government forces, and that, therefore, the 
necessary element of malice had not been 
proved. 

Mr.. Price, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Walter Callan (instructed by Mr. Bradley, 
solicitor), who appeared for the plaintiffs and 
respondents, argued that the destruction of 
the cars was the natural and inevitable re- 
sult of their seizuré by the armed forces in 
opposition to the State. The cars had been 
taken by the irregulars, and brought to the 
irregular stronghold, were they were certain 
to be destroyed eventually. He contended 
that the demege done to the vehicles was 
caused solely by the blowing up of a land 
mine by the irregulars, as their last act be- 
fore leaving the Four Courts at the conclusion 
of the seize. 

Mr. Lynca, K.C., in giving the judgment cf 
ihe Court, “aid that he had rarely heard a case 
so ably argued by counsel on both sides, The 
Court, having carefully considered the case, 
came to the conclusion that the Circuit Jud 
was wrong in giving a decree, which should 
have been in the form of a report. They, 
therefore, reversed the decree of the court 
below with costs, and the Court would report 
on the case. 
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£1 PER FIRE. 
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DUNGANNON'S BRIGADE: 
AMUSING DISCUSSION.

Since November; Mr. Dickie 
pointed out, three slight outbreaks had 
occurred, and although they could scarcely 
be called’ fires Mr. Davidson, the town in- 
spector, who turned out, had been paid £1 
for each. If all the members had turned out 
it would have. been a serious payment to 
make,

Mr. W. Abernethy’ (Captain of the Bri- 
yade)—When you consider that these men 
semetimes get their clothes destroyed £1 per 
fire is little enough. 

Mr. J. Davis--If you give nothing for a 
slight outbreak the men will wait until it is 
well under weigh. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Dickie--With the present scale the 
Brigade, if they saw a light in a shop, would 
smash the window and pour in gallons of 
water, (Laughter.)

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FINANCE MINISTER'S REVIEW. 


i i 
Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for 
Finance, discussing ¢ertain general con- 
siderations of the Budget last night at a 
meeting of the Central Branch of Cumann. 
na nGeadhea! held in the Wngineers’ Hall, 
Dawson street, Dublin, said that when 
the Budget was produced in April, 1925, 
the Government felt that it would be 
necessary to pursue a sound financial 
policy and to err on the side of con- 
servatism. Thé result had been that they, 
could borrow at very little over 5 per cent. 
The National Loan cost a fraction over 
that percentage,.and he hoped that any 
future loan would cost them less. 
It they had not adopted that conservative 
policy, they would bave their borrowing rates 
oing up. For the Shannon scheme, which, 
e believed, would do more than anything, 
else to transform the condition of the coun- 
try, they were able to borrow at 5) per cent. 
It would have been quite a different pro- 
sition if they had been forced to pay 7 or 
a per’ cert. for the money—in fact, it would 
scarcely have been worth going on with 


1 

Deputy Johnson, said Mr. Blythe, had 
confused a good state of national credit with 
national prosperity. If the national credit 
was not good there would not be much ho 
for national prosperity. The policy that the 
Government had pursued had resulted in the 
State being in as good a position for borrow- 
ing money as almost any State. 

THE ARMY. 

Reviewing subsequent Budgets, Mr. Blythe 
said that if they had not had the civil war 
they. could have had an Army organised. 
lurgely*on a territorial basis, and a sum of 
ene and’a half million per annum would have 
been ample to provide for the defence forces 
which would be. required. He had 
no sympathy with the point of 
view of people who said that the country did 
not want an Army.’ the Government said 
that the country wanted an army, and must 
have an army. Much of the sovereignty for 
which ‘the ple had suffered would be en- 
dangered: if defence forces were not pro- 
vided. 

‘While 1.do not foresee, and do not regard 
as in the slightest degree possible, any con- 
flict’ with Great Britain,” he declared, “1 
would say that if this country at any time 
finds itself faced with a.war position, it 
ought to be able to provide the troops neces- 
sary. We ought not to find ourselves in the 
position of having troops of another country 
sent here to defend us. 1 believe that if 
through neglect to provide our own defence 
force, troops were sent from outside, par- 
ticularly by. a ‘Government not responsible to 
the people of this country, the rights and 
interests of the people of this country ss 
the time those troops would be here woul 
be taken very little into account.”’ 

He, therelore, thought that they must do 
what all people did, and provide according 
to their resources for their own defence. Most 
of the people of the country appreciated that 
thought, but there were still some who had 
not yet ampreciated it. His view was that 
their failure to provide a suitable defence 
force, having regard to the wealth and 
extent of the country. would be like failing 
trom motives of economy to pay an insurance 
premium on a valuable building. (Applause.) 

TRANSFORMATION. 

The estimate for the Army had been re- 
duced from two millions to one and a half 
millions, because they saw the prospect of 
being able to begin the transformation of the 
Army. The amount provided out of borrow- 
ing in 1925-26 for the Army was something 
less than . ró million pounds. The expendi- 
ture on the Army up to the end of the last 
financial year wus over 26 millions, and com- 
pensation (excluding the sums reveived from 
the British Government, and which would be 
paid back to the British Government at the 
rate of £250,000 over a period of 60 vears) 
cost the taxpayers over nine million pounds, 
sc that the total cost of the Army and 
compensation during that five year period 
was something like 355 million pounds. 

The normal cost of the Army for that 
period would have been £7,500,000. Out “f 
revenue they had to a large extent provided 
something in the neighbourhood of 28 millions 
for war service,and compensation for damages, 
The Nationai Debt was something over 
12 millions. There were over 16 millions of 
debt actually owing, including National Loan, 
Compensation Stock, and Ways and Means 
Advances Services, but against that they had 
assets in the advances to the Shannon scheme, 
the unemployment fund, and other things 
which would he repaid. 

If they deducted these from their debts 
they had a debt of something about 
12 milhons, and although they had 
something like 28 millions, they had only 
just alittle more than 12 millions against 
them. 

WAR SERVICE. 

In respect of war service, they had paid 
16 millions out of revenue alone. The normal 
cost of the .:emy:. was one and a half million, 
and that was a factor to take into considera- 
tion when they were deciding whether orsnot 
they should put in portion of the Army 
charge to be met by borrowing. 

They had tried in this, as in all other 
respects, to be conservative, in taking care 
to keep the credit of the country high, and 
in taking eare that they would retain the 
power. of borrowing at reasonable rates of 
interest, because the future of the country 
depended very largely on that. In the pre 
sen: Budget they r rsued the same course 
as in the previous Budget of 1925, except 
that in that, Budget they made no allowance 
for. over-estirmation. In Great Britain they 
dil not think it right, but the conditions 
hcre and in Great Britain were different. 

Mr. Blythe. went on to explain that the 
expenditure in the Free State was appor- 
tionc | out into something like 66 or 67 votes, 
am. under these there were something like 
550 or 560 sub-head:. He detailed the pro- 
cedure of arranging the departmental] votes 
with the Ministry of Finance, and went. on 
to state that in Great Britain there was a 
surplus as a result of over-estimation of 
something like 14 per cent. That surplus 
went towards the reduction of debt. “It was, 
he thought, proper in Great Britain, where 
they had enormous debt. 

‘We have ; ranged,” he said, “ that our 
National Loan shall be extinguished in a 
period of twenty ‘ears. We have pro- 
vided thet compensation stock will 
he extinguished in ten years, and these are 
two of the principal items of our debt. «It 
seems to me that that constitutes an adequate 
provision for the extinction of debt. f it 
had not been that we had to make the 
Nationa! Loan attractive, and make definite 
arrangements for sinking fund, and that we 
have schemes, like the Shannon scheme, that 
will require further borrowing—I would say 
that there is no need to trouble about the re: 
duction. of a National Debt, so low is the 
National Debt we have. It is desirable to 
provide a sum by taxation each year in con- 
sequence of over-estimation of, say, £600,000 


, TAX REDUCTION, . 

This year, making allowance for all that 
could be foreseen, they would obtain revenue 
from the Currency Commissioners, but they 
would have to incur further debt charges. 
They found that they had a sum available 
for reduction of taxation of £500,000. 

“It 1s a difficult thing,” Mr. Blythe said, 


““for a Government, when so many claims. are | 


put forward for reduction of taxation, and 
when the surplus is a modest one, to decide 
how ‘to apply it. There were urgent claims 
for the reduction of the liquor duty. These 
have been put forward year by year. . The 
resent Government is not a prohibitionist 
a ay, mer and it is not anxious to keep 
up the liquor duties solely for the babe of | 
reducing liquor consumption; and I have a: 
certain S mbethy for the claims put forward, 
but, we .do feel that there is very little 
nation insa to be gained from the reduc- 
tion of the 1 duties, (Hear, hear.) 
“While 1 would: not mind a ten per cent, . 
consumption increase, Í would. not like to 
see. a thivty per cent. increase in the con- 
sumption of whiskey. (Hear, hear.) We do 
not contemplate redicing taxation in such a 
way as to preduce an increase in revenue. 
We donot believe the promises made that if 
taxation was reduced there would be no 
falling in revenue. Arty reduction of duties 
would have to be looked upon as essential 
relief to the taxpayers.”

Referring to the reduction of 1s. in the 


income tax, the Minister said that people 


suggested that the Government was pur- 
suing at unsound policy. He did not 
think that was so. ‘There were certain 


prospects of revenue which they must take 
into account. . There would be a full year’s 
revenue next year from the Revenue Com- 
missioners. hey contemplated that British 
companies carrying on business in the Saor- 
stat would establish a Saorstat Register. The 
effect of that would be that where share- 
holders in one of these companies were domi- 
ciled here, and the shares were registered 
here, the whole of the death duties would 
come to the Free State. (Applause.) When 
Lady Ardilaum died, if ‘there had been a 


| Guinness Register here, the Saorstat Ex- 
chequer would have got something like 
£170,000 more than it did. 


TARIFF COMMISSION. 

There was also the question of the opera- 
tions of the Tariff Commission. That Com- 
mission had no concern with the production 
of revenue, but he thought that certain manu- 
facturers who put forward a case for a toriff 
would succeed in establishing that case in 
such a way that a return would go before 
the Executive Council, which would lead to 
tariffs, and a certain amount of revenue 
woula incidentally accrue to the Exchequer. 
{Appiause.) 

In another year or so they would have very 

substantially reduced the outstanding burden 
of Compensation Stock which had been issued. 
They. had been reducing it ten per cent, per 
annum. so that the whole would disappear in 
ten years. It was a question whether they 
should continue to meet the whole of that 
charge for redemption out of revenue. (Hear, 
hear.) They provided for it, because they did 
not know how much the charge would be for 
damage to property. But in order to reduce 
the amount they would have to borrow. They 
provided for certain classes of property to be 
paid for in cash and the other in stock. As 
they saw now that provision was unnecessary. 
It would have been easy to have borrowed 
the total amount—£1,100,000, and they would 
have had a lighter charge for sinking fund 
than under the present arrangement. 
' They must try to reduce expenditure as 
much ae: possible, and*for that purpose they 
arranged to do something like going over the 
services with a tcroscope, and he believed 
that fairly substantial economies could be 
obtained without the reduction of essential 
services, or of services which are worth their 
cost, or more than worth their cost. : 

He saw no danger, unless some calamity 
happened, of their having to increase taxa- 
tion again, or to take back the concessions 
already given to the taxpayer. (Hear, hear.) 
Further cuncessions would depend on develop: 
ment. The burden of taxation depended not 
merely on the amount of taxation, but on the 
uses to waich taxation were put, and the 
services the people obtained from the ex- 


penditure cf that taxation. Certain 
schemes that had been put into opera- 
tion were bound to produce results. 


They had given relief in taxation—national 

and local—to the extent of about £3,000,000, 

and he thought that their taxation compared 

not unfavourably with that of other countries. 
THE SINKING FUND. 

Mr. John Mackie, F.C.A., proposing a vote 
of thanks to the Minister for his address, said 
that, with regard to the amount, set aside on 
account of the Sinking Fund, when con- 
ditions became normal—and they were very 
nearly so now—the whole question of the 
Sinking Fund should be reconsidered on the 
basis of spreading repayment over a much 
longer period. The reduction in income tax 
would certainly help towards prosperity, and 
it was, no doubt, a tardy recognition of the 
Suggestion of the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce made two years ago. 

He ‘hoped that in future the incothe tax 
under Schedule D would be spread over the 
whole year. A simpler form of income tax 
would be a great benefit to everybody. and 
there might be something to be said for direct 
assessment 

He was a supporter of the Government, 
and wanted # to be returned for another five 
years to complete its work. The Minister 
referred to education He would like to 
know whether the additional expenditure 
mentioned was going to be wasted on what 
was known As the teaching of compulsory 
lrish—(applause)—because on that issue he 
would never support the Government. 

Mr. Hector Hughes seconded the vote of 
thanks, 

Mr. Henry Dockrell, in supporting, criti- 
cised the tariff on wood-work and furniture, 
which was so comprehensive in its scope that 
it embraced the wooden handles on aluminium 
teapots. and put it in the schedule of furni- 
ture. That kind of thing he described as 
taxation gone mad. (Applause.) 

Mr. Charles McGloughlin also spoke. 

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Minister said that he agreed with Mr. 
Mackie as to his suggestion regarding the 
sinking fund, and in thé course of a vear or 
two, if they were making any further borrow- 
ings, they could well consider their attitude 
to it. With regard to the simplification of 
income tax, he took it that at the earliest pos- 
sible moment a simple system should 
be devised for this country—(applause)—~and 
to do so all that was wanted was the staff, 
He sympathised with the suggestion that de 
duction at the soutce should be abolished. 
Possibly that was the line they would pro- 
ceed on in future, but they would need a 
better public opinion. It was unfortunate 
that everybody reprobated the payment of 
income tax. (Laughter. ) 

Farmers could not get credit. from the 
banks because the old Land League spirit 
still prevailed, and if the banks wanted re- 
reel they feared a policy to defeat them. 

f there were a good public spirit he thought 
that it would be possible to take another 6d. 
off the income tax. |

The 
unions. would not be rendered impotent by 
the destruction of terrorism, and if there 
was one section of the community. which 
vught to be grateful for their legislation, it 
was the great mass of trade unionists. 

Labour members expressed their own 
opinion by howls of dissent. 


TWO CRUDITIES, 

Mr. Frank Rose, the member for Aber- 
deen, who, although a member of the 
Labour Party, does not always see eye to 
eye with his colleagues, hoped that it 
would not be supposed that he was oppds- 
ing the bill because he was holding a brief 
for the genera! strike, or the silly devils 
who proposed it. He ubjected to the bill 
because it was based on a policy of crude 
suppression. Not less did he like the atti- 
tude of his own party, because it seemed 
to be based on crude denunciation. 

Mr. MacQuisten’s observation on the bill 
displeased Mr.’ Jack Jones, who, by his fre- 
quent interruptions, compelled Mr. Hope to 
call him to order. The hon. member for 
Silvertown considered himself an ill-used 
man, and plaintively inquired why he, of all 
others, was so often singled out for rebuke. 
Mr. Ammon, referring to a remark made by 
Mr. Clynes yesterday, to the effect that the 
Attorney-General’s heart was not-in his task, 
disagreed. It was hard, he said, te find any- 
one who was more vindictive against. trade 
umons than the Attorney-General. Referring 
to the effect of the bill upon civil servants, 
he said that if it were carried it would pro- 
bably mean that he and the hén. member for 
Bristol, Mr. W. Baker, would have to resign 
their seats. , 


NORTHERN IRELAND. 

Mr. Reid, dealing with the position of 
Northern Ireland, said that although the 
Attoftney-General had told them that under 
the Act of 1920 these matters were relegated 
to the Parliament of Northern Ireland, it had 
to be remembered that the vast majority of 
trade unionists in Ireland belonged to unions 
which had their headquarters on this side of 
the Irish Channel. That meant that no legis- 
lation by the Parliament of Northern Ireland 
could affect the constitutions of the unions to 
which these men be .ged. 

The matter of political contributions con- 
cerned the constitution of the unions as a 
whole. | The vast proportion of the trade 
unionists in Northern Iveland were not in 
agreement with the political’ policy of the 
Labour Party, but they found it difficult to 
get exemption from the political contribution. 
He, therefore, on their behalf, supported the 
clause of the bill dealing with this matter. 
and if supplmentary legislation was required 
in Northern Ireland they would use their in- 
fluence to s®cure it. 

Mr. Tom Walsh asserted that under the hill 
a trade unionist would he faced with the 
alternative of becoming a criminal or of being 
condemned to industrial servitude. 

The debate was adjourned.

COUNTY ANTRIM SLANDER 
ACTION. 


A remitted action, in which a good deal 
of interest centred, was heard by Judge 
Bates, K.C., at Ballymoney Quarter Sessions, 
in which Mrs. “Esther McBride, Quay road, 
Ballycastle, sued John Henry Cullen, retired 
school teacher, and Margaret Cullen, his wife, 
both of Ballycastle, for damages for slander. 
The defendants and plaintiff occupied adjoin- 
ing hoases in Quay road, Ballycastle, with 
little gardens in front of their houses. 

Mrs. MeBride said that om the 9th March, 
when working in her garden in the afternoon, 
Mrs. Cullen came out, and, in presence of 
witness's daughter, told witness to leave back

her chrysanthemums, which she said witness | 


had stolen from her. Witness sent her 
daughter for her husband, and when he came 
Mrs. Cullen told him that she (Mrs. 
McBride) had stolen her flowers, and that 
they were nothing but a pack of thieves. 

For the defence, Mrs. Cullen said that. she 
was in her garden on the 9th March and 
saw Mrs. McBride on the other side of the 
railing. Witness missed a chrysanthemum at 
the top of the steps. and told Mrs. McBride 
to leaye it back. Witness had bought some 
tulips in Dublin of a special kind, their 
colours being red, yellow and old gold. She 
planted them in her garden, and they grew 
in her garden for one year, but the next year 
when they came up they were growing in 
McBride's garden. (Laughter.) 

The Judge remarked that what was said 
on the occasion he did not believe would in 
the shghest degree affect the estimate of any 
person living in Ballycastle as to the character 
of the plaintiff, but undoubtedly it was 
extremely annoying to the plaintiff what was 
said. He would give a decree for £5, which 
would be a lesson to the defendants not to 
repeat the slander. £1 witnesses’ expenses 
were allowed.

FIXING RENT OF HOUSE THAT 

WAS BOMBED. 
_In the Cork Circuit Court yesterday, Judge 
Kenny allowed a rent case to stand pending 
an arrangement between applicant and re- 
spondent, based on his (Judge's) suggested 
rent, £120. The case concerned an applica- 
ton made on behalf of Mr. Celebe Macari 
to have the standard rent fixed in respect of 
premises, 23a Washington street. Cork, the 
landlord and vespondent being Mr. W. F. 
O'Callaghan. 

Mr. Meagher (for the applicant) said that a 
portion of the premises had been occupied 
by applicant for a period long prier to 1914. 
in which year he was paying £50 per year. 
The upper portion of the premises was let to 
another person at £28. so that the total rent 
derivable by the landlord was £78 per year. 
In 1920 the British military bombed’ the 
premises, and partially destroved them. The 
walls remained standing, with a pertion of 
the rqof on. The interior was damaged. and 
other injuries were done. for which. the land.

premises were let to. the applicant. and, 
“lowing the landlord the proper increases, 
the present rent which the landlord world 
bé entitled to would he £112. and not £144. 

Mr. Michael Murphy, solicitor and agent 
to the resnondent. gave evidence that £1.700 
was awarded as compensation for the damage 
done to the premises, and that- amount. as 
certified by the Board of Works, hed heen 
expenfled on restoring them, . About £1,500 
was expended on the iterict of the premises 
now. aecupied by Mr, Vaenri, 

The Judge suggested that £120 would be a 
fair rent.

THE SITUATION AT. FUKIEN. 
The following notes, which were written by 
the Rev. B. W. Simpson, of the Dublin 
University Fukien Mission, on the situation 
in Fukien, will interest many people in 
Ireland : : 
On or about March 20 last all missionartes 
of the C.M.S., €.E.7.M.S. and D.U.F.M, 
werd recalled to the coast, probably in view 
of possible strong action being taken by the 
Powers after the Nanking affair and a con- 
sequent danger of reprisals. A week later a 
cable came reporting their safe arrival at the 
coast. (In the case of missionaries located at 
Funing, Fuan and Ningteh the withdrawal 
was probably to the island of Santuac, as 


| during the Boxer Rising and the 1911 Revolu- 


tion, when a British warship was anchored 
off the island for a long period. It will be 
seen from the /rish Times map how centrally 
Santuao is situated for communication with 
all parts of the D.U.F.M. sphere by the 
Trinity College. Dublin, mission boat.) 

Letters just received show that at the end 
of March the situation in Fukien was fairly 
viet, though giving some cause for concern. 
There was, for imstance, a conspiracy to seize 
and hand over the schools to the Communists. 
Propaganda was carried on for this purpose in 
the Fukien Christian University (an Anglo 
American institution some four miles from 
Foochow), some of the staff and students 
being sympathetic; but a visit and speech by 
the Chairman of the Provincial Board of 
Fducation (of the Moderate Cantonese Party) 
showed that many lying and baseless state 
ments were being made by the conspirators, 
who were driven out by the othe masters and 
students. 

CLERGYMAN ILL-TREATED. 

The conspirators then proceeded to Foo- 
chow to stir up trouble in the schools there, 
and held a meeting on a hill formerly used 
for executions. Some adherents seized a young 
Christian clergyman who was passing by—ihe 
Rev. Lin Pu-Chi—tied his hands behind his 
back, and put on his head a tall paper cap 
bearing the words, '' Running dog of the 
little foreigners.”’ Mr. Lin, besides lecturing 
in the Foochow Theological School and having 
charge of a parish, is the Secretary of the 
Board of Managers of Trinity College, 
Foochow. He is one of the most brilliant of 
the old boys of the College. Readers of the 
“ Church Missionary Review may remember 
articles by him in that quarterly. He was 
kept standing for a long time while a lecture 
on his “imiquities ” wag given to jeering 
anti-Christian students Then, while some 
went to seize other leaders in Christian educa 
tion (who fortunately all escaped), he was led 
through street after street, bu was finaliv 
released without suffering injury. His 
Splendid behaviour created a deep impression 
on some of those present; the next dav he 
went about as if nothing had happened. | 
_The conspirators apparently had representa- 
tives in some American mission schools, but 
no Anglican mission school was affected. The 
latter were all ‘carrying on ” as usual, beth 
teachers and pupils sh@wing the utmost 
steadiness. 

(in the Sunday (27th March) following the 
seizure of the Rev. Lin Pu-Chi some students 
attacked a Methodist pastor while hé was 
taking a Service, but after this breach of the 
peace, and probably in consequence of it, the 
local governors (who adhere to General 
Chiang-Kai-Shek) posted a short and stern 
proclamation around the city: “ Disturbers of 
the peace will be summarily shot.” 

EFFECT OF PERSECUTION.
